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MP says tragedy highlights rough sleeper crisis

AN INVESTIGATION is under 
way after a homeless man 
was found dead in a Dudley 
residential street. 

The man, known locally as Steve, 
was found at a derelict plot on Priory 
Road, Dudley, where the old Duncan 
Edwards pub used to stand. 

Residents said he had been sleeping rough 
there in a tent for several weeks. Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s homeless team said they had been trying 
to help him by giving him food and offering a 
place to stay. The authority is investigating the 
cause of death. 

Ian Austin, MP for Dudley North, said: “It is 
not yet clear exactly what happened to Steve, 
but it’s a scandal homeless people are dying 
on the streets in Britain today. People had 
contacted me about Steve and I had talked to 
Dudley’s homelessness team to make sure he 
was getting help. 

“I think they are working hard to help peo¬ 
ple, but it is not just a question of emergency 
accommodation because council and NHS cuts 
have hit the support and help available. 

“Benefit changes like housing benefit cuts 
and sanctions have made it all much worse. The 
number of people sleeping rough has soared - 
not just in major cities but even in places like 
Dudley. 

Policy 

“The Government’s policy is to halve it in five 
years and deal with it by 2027, which I think 
most people will think is hopeless when people 
like Steve are sleeping rough on the streets,” 
added the Labour MP. 

Councillor Laura Taylor, cabinet member 
for housing, said: “Tragically, we can confirm a 
man who had been sleeping in a tent on the Pri¬ 
ory estate was found dead by two Police Com¬ 
munity Support Officers on January 21. 

“Investigations are still ongoing to determine 
the cause of death. The man was known to us 
as a rough sleeper and our officers had been out 
to visit him several times to offer assistance and 
shelter.” 

Home Office figures show the number of peo¬ 
ple sleeping rough on Britain’s streets has rock¬ 
eted by 73 per cent in three years. In the Black 
Country the number has tripled since 2011.

A letter to staff from HR manager Sue 
Judge says the company is proposing 
52 redundancies ‘because of the sizeable 
losses incurred during the 2016 and 2017 
financial years’.

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Rat-infested shop

THE owner of a rat-infested Dudley 
shop has been handed a £19,000 court 
bill. 

Ejaz Ahmed, 43, was found guilty of 
eight offences at Best Price Mini Mar¬ 
ket, Ivanhoe Street. It included failing 
to keep the premises clean and not 
doing enough to protect against rats. 

Dudley Magistrates heard how en¬ 
vironmental health officers inspected 
the premises in March last year. They 
found a rat infestation and immediately 
closed the premises using emergency 
closure powers, subsequently backed by 
a court order, which forced the closure

of the business for 10 days whilst the 
pest problem was dealt with. 

The offences also included failing to 
keep food premises clean and in good 
repair; failing to have adequate food 
safety procedures in place; failing to en¬ 
sure that the premises were adequately 
protected against access by pests; failing 
to protect food from a risk of contami¬ 
nation; and failing to provide materials 
to cleanse or hygienically dry hands at 
washbasins in the toilets and butchery 
area. 

In addition, adequate procedures 
were not in place to control pests, the 


premises had neither adequate natu¬ 
ral or artificial lighting in the lobby or 
walk-in chiller and food handlers were 
not adequately trained. 

The court fined Mr Ahmed £16,000 
along with £2,665 costs and a £170 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. 

Councillor Peter Miller, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for health and wellbeing, said: “The 
public have a right to expect that the 
shops from which they purchase their 
food do not put their health at risk. ” 

Dudley Council environmental health 
officers carry out regular inspections of 
food premises in the borough. 


Man who 'just flipped' 
and attacked ex jailed 


A MAN who repeatedly stabbed 
his ex-partner as she gave him a 
lift has been jailed for more than 
10 years. 

A court order banning 56-year- 
old Ralph Foster from contacting 
Shanoya Watson - imposed after he 
punched her in the face - ran out just 
months before the attack, Stafford 
Crown Court heard. 

Other motorists watched in horror as the 
Citroen C2 with Miss Watson at the wheel 
veered into the path of oncoming traffic 
before swerving back. It careered into the 
kerb on Dudley Road, Himley, as the de¬ 
fendant launched an attack on the Russells 
Hall Hospital nurse with a kitchen knife. 
She told paramedics: “He just flipped.” 

Motorist Shaun Simms, travelling be¬ 
hind the Citroen on July 16, told the jury: 

“I heard a lady screaming. 
She was shouting ‘Save 
me, save me, he’s trying to 
kill me’.” Mr Simms took 
a metal bar from his car 
to protect himself and the 
woman. He tried to reason 
with Foster, who ignored 
him. This distracted Fos- 
Ralph Foster ter long enough for Miss 
Watson to grab the knife 
and hurl it out of the window. Foster leapt 
into the driver’s seat and sped away down 
Dudley Road. Around 300 yards later the 
father-of-two deliberately crashed into a 
Nissan Juke. 

Miss Watson had two cuts to her scalp 
that needed 19 stitches and other injuries. 

Each claimed the other first drew the 
knife. His barrister, Mr Will Rose, said: 
“Then, in the heat of the moment, he did 
a terrible thing.” 

Foster, of Bayswater Road, Dudley, ad¬ 
mitted causing grievous bodily harm with 
intent. He was acquitted of attempted mur¬ 
der but found guilty of aggravated vehicle 
taking. 

He was jailed for 10 years three months 
and banned from driving for seven years. 



Fond farewell to zoo’s friendly lion 



He was king of Castle Hill but Dudley Zoo’s magnificent lion Jetpur has died at the age of 14 


DUDLEY Zoo’s male lion Jetpur 
has died aged 14, the venue has 
announced. 

The Asiatic lion - who was born 
at the zoo in July 2003 - died in his 
sleep overnight on Sunday. 

Jetpur was born at the zoo to par¬ 
ents Max and Gir in 2003, Jetpur 
moved to Mulhouse Zoological and 
Botanical Park in France in 2005 


as part of a European conservation 
programme. He returned home to 
the Black Country a decade later in 
October 2015 to join the zoo’s two 
lioness sisters, Kyra and Asha, in 
the one-acre Lion Ridge. 

Curator Richard Brown said: 
“Jetpur was a very placid lion and 
was a popular cat with his keepers. 

“However his legacy will live on, 


as he sired eight cubs during his 
time in France, who went on to 
start families of their own in collec¬ 
tions around Europe. His offspring 
have gone on to have a total of 16 
cubs and he was also a great-grand¬ 
father to a farther four.” 

The zoo is awaiting a full veter¬ 
inary report to establish cause of 
death. 


Driver, 18, 
challenges 
ban and gets 
a reduction 

A YOUNG motorist who was banned 
from the road for five years and five 
months after leading police on a dan¬ 
gerous chase has had his driving ban 
reduced after arguing that a long ban 
would harm is rehabilitation. 

Nathan Luke Cook, aged 18, of Lawley 
Street, Dudley, sped off in a Peugeot 106 
after police spotted him driving while 
uninsured through Wolverhampton. 

He repeatedly broke the speed limit, 
went through red lights, overtook with¬ 
out indicating and drove on the wrong 
side of the road. 

Eventually, he abandoned the car in 
Interclyde Drive, Parkfields, during the 
August incident and was later arrested 
by police. 

Cook admitted dangerous driving, 
driving while uninsured and driving 
without a licence. He was jailed for 10 
months at Wolverhampton Crown Court 
in October. 

Cook was also originally banned from 
driving for five years and five months 
but has now had two years slashed from 
his disqualification by senior judges. 

Chances 

His legal team had argued the original 
ban was so long it could actually harm 
his chances of rehabilitating after his 
sentence. 

Mr Justice Jeremy Baker agreed and 
cut the length of the ban, saying: “This 
aspect of the sentence was manifestly ex¬ 
cessive and should be reduced.” 

The court heard Cook claimed he pan¬ 
icked when he realised the officers had 
spotted him driving because he did not 
have a licence. 

He had then driven dangerously, in¬ 
cluding past a children’s play area, while 
his female passenger begged him to stop. 

After driving into a dead end, he aban¬ 
doned the still moving car and ran off. 

His passenger was rescued from the 
vehicle, which went down an embank¬ 
ment. 

Mr Justice Baker, sitting at the Court 
of Appeal with Mr Justice Warby, said 
Cook had put the public, his passenger 
and himself in danger. 

“He drove in a dangerous way for a 
long period, presenting a serious danger 
and terrifying his passenger,” he said. 

“The sentencing judge was entitled to 
take the view that this young man was 
a danger to the public through driving.” 


From salon to cafe 

PLANS have been drawn up to launch a 
new cafe in Lye’s High Street. 

A planning application from applicant 
Donna Woodward-Smith has been sub¬ 
mitted to Dudley Council planners to 
turn a hair salon into a cafe at 38 High 
Street.

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100th crime 
sees burglar 
sent back 
behind bars 

A ‘career criminal’ from Stourbridge 
is back behind bars after committing 
his 100th offence. 

Ian Taylor and an unknown accom¬ 
plice slipped into a house in Bradley 
Road, Stourbridge, while its occu¬ 
pants slept during the early hours of 
February 9 last year, possibly via an 
open kitchen window. 

Wolverhampton Crown court was 
told the pair moved a CCTV camera 
with a line prop to evade being caught 
on camera but did not spot other cam¬ 
eras. The footage of them at the prop¬ 
erty led to the capture of the prolific 
thief, who stolen from the house £20 
worth of alcohol, £10 cash and a purse 
containing credit cards. 

Mr Duncan Craig, prosecuting, said 
that when police reviewed the CCTV 
footage an officer who had known 
Taylor for 20 years recognised the of¬ 
fender, even though the defendant’s 
face was covered. The other burglar 
has not been traced. 

Taylor had a total of 39 previous 
convictions involving 99 offences, in¬ 
cluding 15 burglaries. 

The court heard that he had been 
dogged by a heroin habit for much of 
his life. 

Mr Richard Davenport, represent¬ 
ing the 39-year-old repeat offender, 
revealed that Taylor’s partner was 
pregnant with their first child and 
said he had started treatment in an 
attempt to give up drugs. 

Taylor, of Milton Close, Amblecote, 
admitted burglary and was jailed for 
32 months. 

NIP backs Lucy's 
Law for puppies 

AN MP has urged the Government 
to impose an immediate ban on the 
sale of puppies by pet shops and other 
third party commercial breeders. 

Ian Austin has backed Lucy’s Law, 
which seeks to tackle irresponsible 
dog breeding practices and ensure 
dogs are only available from licensed, 
regulated breeders or approved 
re-homing organisations. 

The law will help to protect dogs 
and puppies by making breeders more 
accountable, and ensuring buyers are 
shown puppies interacting with their 
mothers before sale. 

Mr Austin, MP for Dudley North, 
said: “Every year I hear terrible sto¬ 
ries of dogs and puppies being treated 
cruelly and inhumanely for trade. 

“I want the Government to crack 
down on the practices which leads to 
the unfair treatment of animals.” 

The Labour MP added: “I’ll be 
backing Lucy’s Law and I hope to see 
a ban on pet shops and commercial 
dealers irresponsibly selling puppies.” 


Make or break meeting on Hippodrome 



Dudley Hippodrome - landmark 


THE fate of Dudley Hippodrome could 
be decided in February when council 
bosses are due to decide if the cam¬ 
paign to save the former theatre has 
met their requirements. 

Campaigners battling to bring the 
Castle Hill landmark back to the life 
under the name Black Country Hip¬ 
podrome, after being given the keys in 
December 2016 on a five year lease, will 
have to convince senior Dudley council¬ 
lors at a cabinet meeting that they have 
met a set of aims laid out at the start 
of the project. 

Dudley Council leader Patrick Har¬ 


ley said: “A decision will be made at 
that meeting. The future of the hip¬ 
podrome project will be decided there. 
If they have satisfied the criteria then 
they can proceed with the project but, 
if not, then we will have to make de¬ 
cisions.” 

Black Country Hippodrome Ltd 
embarked on an ambitious scheme to 
bring the venue, which once featured 
such star names as Laurel and Hardy, 
back as a community resource and the¬ 
atre. Gordon Downing, one of the di¬ 
rectors of the group, believes they have 
met all but one of the aims. But they 


have not been able to clear out the in¬ 
side of the building because the Health 
and Safety Executive ruled they could 
not enter without the correct protec¬ 
tion over asbestos fears. 

Mr Downing said: “We got a ridicu¬ 
lous situation, where the Health and 
Safety Executive came to inspect the 
asbestos but said it was too dangerous 
to go in.” 

The previous council administration 
had planned to level the former bingo 
hall and make it a public space. More 
recently Dudley College has shown in¬ 
terest in the site. 


Borough's secondary 
schools are progressing 

DUDLEY’S secondary schools were 5 
second best in the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire for pupil pro¬ 
gress, official figures show. 

The borough was 98th in the country 
out of 152 local authorities. 

Progress 8 scores show how well a school is 
serving its pupils by looking at where these 
young people started and where they ended up. 

In Dudley borough Old Swinford Hospital 
School in Stourbridge was the top perform¬ 
ing school, with a sky high progress 8 meas¬ 
ure of 0.77. The school also saw 80 per cent of 
81 pupils who took GCSE exams achieve the 
benchmark grades, while its attainment 8 score 
- which measures results across pupils’ best 
eight subjects - was also the borough’s highest 
at an average of 62.5. 

Other top performers included Windsor High 
School in Halesowen, The Earls High School 
in Dudley, Redhill School in Stourbridge and 
Dudley’s Bishop Milner School. 

Quit 

Dudley also featured one school that was 
considered ‘underperforming’ by Department 
for Education ratings. The Holly Hall Academy 
in Dudley had a progress 8 score of -0.58, with 
an average Attainment 8 score of 37.9. Less 
than a quarter of 140 pupils who took GCSE 
exams achieved grade 9-5 in both English and 
maths. The school was rocked at the start of 
this term when principal Rob Hatch quit. 

The worst ranked school in Dudley was The 
Coseley School, which closed last summer. Its 
final results showed a progress 8 score of -0.73, 
with just 16 per cent of 80 pupils taking GCSE 
exams achieving grade 9-5 in both English and 
maths GCSEs. 

Secondary schools in Sandwell continued to 
struggle. The authority was ranked 124th out 
of 152 on the progress 8 measure. But Shire- 
land Collegiate Academy in Smethwick main¬ 
tained its position at the top in Sandwell with 
a performance that moved the school into the 
country’s top 12 per cent on the progress 8 
measure. In best performing Wolverhampton 
the top school ranked by attainment 8 was Wol¬ 
verhampton Girls’ High School. |L

PEOPLE from all over the coun¬ 
try have signed a book of remem¬ 
brance in honour of football leg¬ 
end Duncan Edwards. 

The book - Dudley’s Tribute 
To Duncan - is being taken to 
Munich, the scene of the air dis¬ 
aster that caused the England 
and Manchester United player’s 


death. It will be handed over as 
part of a commemoration of the 
60th anniversary of the disaster 
in Germany. 

The accident on February 6, 
1958, claimed the lives of seven 
other members of the famous 
Busby Babes team, along with 
club officials, fans, journalists and 


air crew. Duncan died from his in¬ 
juries aged just 21. 

The book will be taken to by 
Rose Cook-Monk and Andy Monk, 
of the Duncan Edwards Founda¬ 
tion. They will visit two nurses 
who looked after Duncan and at¬ 
tend the opening of a memorial 
garden at the now disused airfield.

Old ironworks to 
get £ 80 k revamp 

AN historic former ironworks will 
be become a healthcare training and 
heritage centre under plans given ap¬ 
proval by Dudley Council. 

Riverside House, beside the canal 
towpath in Stourbridge, will undergo 
a makeover that is set to cost more 
than £80,000 and the plans to convert 
the derelict building have been ap¬ 
proved by Dudley Council. 

It is said that the project, off Canal 
Street, is on a site is of ‘historical and 
national significance’ and would be 
used as a heritage centre with a cafe, 
restaurant and craft shop selling local 
produce, in a wooded environment. 

The Riverside Stourbridge Commu¬ 
nity Interest Company will also work 
alongside adults in health and social 
care to help them develop confidence 
and practical skills. The site is near 
the Bonded Warehouse in the town. 

Nursery at former 
motor showroom 

A FORMER car showroom in Dudley 
will be converted into a day nursery. 

Planners have given the green light 
for the development of the site in King 
Street. 

A single-storey conservatory exten¬ 
sion will be constructed and an ex¬ 
ternal play area created to the side of 
the building using part of an existing 
parking area. The play area will be se¬ 
cured by two-metre high fence. 

Visitor parking for nine vehicles will 
be made available with access from 
Abberley Street. Staff parking will be 
on the upper car park, off King Street, 
with a further 10 spaces provided.

Flu vaccine for 
Australian strain 

HEALTH experts have insisted it is 
not too late to get vaccinated against 
Aussie flu, amid a rise in UK cases. 

Dr Helen Hibbs, from the Wolver¬ 
hampton Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said the jab had proved effec¬ 
tive against the strain of flu - and said 
people should take measures to pro¬ 
tect themselves. Aussie flu has made 
headlines in recent weeks following 
reports of cases across the country. 

Dr Hibbs said: “This particularly 
nasty strain of flu shows just how se¬ 
vere flu can be. The good news is that 
the flu vaccine is effective against the 
Australian flu and it is still not too 
late for people to get protected.”

After latest cases, grieving father says ‘enough is enough’

Killer drivers 'must 
face tougher action' 


‘WE have to go back to the 
drawing board’ - the father of 
a student killed by a speed¬ 
ing motorists has called for 
tougher sentences. 

Gez McManus’s 21-year-old 
daughter Rebecca was waiting at 
a bus stop when Sukvinder Man- 
nan, who was driving at lOlmph, 
hit and killed her. 

The fatal crash in Hagley Road West 
in Bearwood resulted in 34-year-old 
Mannan, from Halesowen, being jailed 
for eight years after admitting causing 
death by dangerous driving. 

The sentence four years ago has 
been followed by several other death 
by dangerous driving convictions - 
none of which have resulted in the 
maximum 14-year sentence. 

Last week Craig Edwards and Kade 
Scrivens were jailed for less than 
eight years each for killing behind the 
wheel. 

Roundabout 

Edwards was driving at a speed al¬ 
most twice the 30 mph limit when he 
hit grandfather John Hickinbottom in 
Walsall last June. He was also over the 
drink drive limit. The 29-year-old, of 
Cumberland Road, Walsall, received 
a seven-year jail sentence after ad¬ 
mitting causing death by dangerous 
driving, failing to stop at the scene and 
drink driving. 

Meanwhile Mr Hickinbottom’s fam¬ 
ily who were in court to watch the 
proceedings, must attempt to move 
on without the 74-year-old, of Lilac 
Grove, Bentley. Granddaughter Jade 
told the court: “It felt like my world 
was falling apart without him.” 

And on the same day of the sen¬ 
tencing, Scrivens, 24, of Booth Street, 
Handsworth, was given a seven-and-a- 
half year sentence for killing 59-year- 
old Nicholas Harrison. He was cycling 



on Midland Road in Darlaston when 
Scrivens lost control at a roundabout 
while speeding and hit him on the op¬ 
posite side of the road on November 
22 . 

Scrivens, who admitted causing 
death by dangerous driving, then fled 
the scene to sober up, according to 
Judge Simon Ward. 

In a victim impact statement read 
out in court, Mr Harrison’s brother, 
Christopher, 70, said his death ‘has af¬ 
fected me greatly’. The two cases have 
triggered a campaign by the Express 
& Star for tougher sentences on killer 
drivers. It has been supported Mr Mc¬ 
Manus, 54, of Balsall Common. 

He is campaigning for killer drivers 
to be banned from the roads for life. 

He also says judges should be 
stricter with their sentences and peo¬ 


ple need to be educated on the dangers 
of driving dangerously. The Ministry 
of Justice is proposing for the maxi¬ 
mum sentence for causing death by 
dangerous driving to go up from 14 
years’ prison to life. But the plan has 
yet to go before Parliament. 

Mr McManus said: “Mr Mannan 
will get his freedom shortly and be in 
his early 30s, he will still have a long 
life ahead of him. He should not be 
allowed to go behind the wheel again. 

“The problem we have is by the 
time the case gets to the court it is too 
late, someone has died. People who 
view it as socially acceptable need to 
realise it is socially unacceptable.” 

Mr McManus is starting a charity 
called Collision and Reducing Death 
on our Roads. He aims to reach out 
to young drivers, encouraging them 


to drive safely. Eddie Hughes, Walsall 
North MP, says he will raise the issue 
in Parliament. He said: “People need 
to realise that when they are driving 
their car and are texting, speeding, 
drinking, that the vehicle has the po¬ 
tential to be a lethal weapon. Tougher 
sentences need to be put out to show 
that.” 

Other sentences given out over the 
past two years for death by dangerous 
driving include uninsured driver Jake 
Nelson, who was given a suspended 
detention sentence after hitting 
39-year-old Neil Perry as he crossed 
the road in West Bromwich last year. 

Nelson, 19, of Hales Road in 
Wednesbury, was driving 57mph in a 
30mph zone. 

Undercutting 

Joseph Chance, 25, of Murcroft 
Road, Stourbridge, and Dylan 
Stringer, 24, Wychbury Road, Stour¬ 
bridge, were jailed for eight and six 
years respectively after killing young 
mother Nadine Foster while racing at 
speeds of almost 80mph. 

Former Dudley College student 
Miss Foster, 18, was a front seat pas¬ 
senger in a Ford Focus, driven by boy¬ 
friend Stringer, when it hit a wall in 
Hagley Road, Stourbridge. She died 
in hospital four days after last April’s 
tragedy, leaving behind her then five- 
month-old son. 

Hospital porter Joshua Harvey was 
jailed for two years after admitting 
causing the death of Sean Williams in 
Wolverhampton by careless driving. 

The 23-year-old, of Griffiths Drive, 
Ashmore Park, was undercutting an¬ 
other car when the car he was driving 
at 48mph in a 30 zone in Lakefield 
Road, Wednesfield, hit the boy on De¬ 
cember 29, just over a year ago. 

Figures from the Department of 
Transport show 54 people died on the 
roads in the West Midlands in the 12 
months up to October 27.

TWO killer drivers who callously left 
their victims for dead have each been 
jailed for under eight years, prompt¬ 
ing a campaign calling for action. 

Banned driver Craig Edwards was 
locked up for seven years for killing 
grandfather John Hickinbottom. 
He lost control of his vehicle and 
mounted the pavement, knocking 
down the 74-year-old. 

Speeding motorist Kade Scrivens 
was sentenced to seven and a half 
years for hitting cyclist Nicholas Har¬ 
rison. Scrivens was speeding and driv¬ 
ing on the wrong side of the road. 

Both sentences have been criticised 
by road safety campaigner Gez Mc¬ 
Manus and Walsall North MP Eddie 
Hughes, who is to raise the matter 
in Parliament. In the meantime the 
Chronicle’s sister newspaper - the 
Express & Star - has set up a petition 

Mr McManus, whose 21-year-old 
daughter Rebecca was killed by a 
speeding driver in Bearwood four 
years ago, said: “Enough is enough. 

“Something needs to change to stop 
people getting behind the wheel and 
driving so dangerously, causing mis¬ 
ery to the families of the innocent 
people killed. If the sentences are not 
long enough, people will fail to take 
notice. We have to go back to the 
drawing board.” The two cases were 
heard before Wolverhampton Crown 
Court this week. 

Meanwhile, launching the cam¬ 
paign, Express & Star editor, Keith 
Harrison said: “The crime of danger¬ 
ous driving should be urgently ad¬ 
dressed by our lawmakers. 

“While the death toll grows, time 
and time again we see people who are 
found guilty of this offence handed 
sentences that are pathetic. 

“Government legislation designed 
to tackle dangerous driving is slowly 
moving forward, although it is likely 
to be a while before anything mean¬ 
ingful enters the statute books. 

“We need action now. Today the 
Express & Star and Chronicle are 
calling on people to sign our petition. 

Where is the justice for the victims 
and their families?”

Broken Or Damaged Windows? Faulty Locks, Handles, Hinges? 
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Crackdown 
on nuisance 
bikers who 
ruin reserves 

DUDLEY South MP Mike Wood has 
launched a campaign to crack down 
on motorbikes and quad bikes being 
ridden on nature reserves. 

The Conservative MP says that 
green spaces are being terrorised by 
the riders. He is calling on Dudley 
Council to issue a Public Space Pro¬ 
tection Order to safeguard Fens Pool 
and Barrow Hill reserves in Pensnett. 

Mr Wood said: “Several local resi¬ 
dents have told me that the bikes are 
causing a danger in and around the 
reserves, a nuisance to people living 
nearby and damage to the nature re¬ 
serves themselves. 

“I am pleased that the police have 
recognised the problem and have 
started to take action, but this wide¬ 
spread problem highlights the need 
for both the council and the police to 
make sure they are doing everything 
possible to put an end to this criminal 
activity. People need proper action to 
be taken to protect not only the na¬ 
ture reserves themselves but also the 
safety of all those using them.” 

The order gives councils broad pow¬ 
ers to tackle anti-social activities in a 
specified area. 

Brierley Hill Police say they have 
confiscated two off-road motorbikes 
locally in the past fortnight. 

Mr Wood has also written to police 
chiefs to raise concerns and has called 
on them to step up action against the 
illegal bikes. 

Three accused to 
face murder trial 

THREE men charged with the mur¬ 
der of 24-year-old Jaskaran Kang are 
not expected to enter their plea for 
two months, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The victim was found fatally 
stabbed at a flat above a convenience 
store in Stourbridge Road, Dudley, 
during the early hours of January 6. 

Reggie Salmon, aged 20 from Stour¬ 
bridge Road, Dudley, and a 17-year-old 
youth from Newcastle-under-Lyme, 
who cannot be identified, have been 
remanded in custody. 

Dontay Ellis, 18, from Central 
Drive, Lower Gornal was remanded 
by Judge John Wait at the same court. 
All three are next due to appear on 
March 16. A trial has been fixed to 
start on July 16. 


Road to be closed 

A ROAD in Stourbridge will be closed 
to traffic until April 21 to allow for a 
rail bridge to be repaired. Network 
Rail say work in Parkfield Road is for 
‘the replacement of bridge deck carry¬ 
ing Parkfield Road over rail line’.

Lottery funds repairs at listed church 



Landmark - St John’s at Brockmoor 


A LANDMARK church has received 
a grant of more than £175,000 for a 
vital revamp of the building. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund has 
given a grant of £176,100 to Grade 
II listed St John’s Church in Brock¬ 
moor, Brierley Hill, for much-needed 
repairs and improvements, after the 
church was placed on the English 
Heritage Places of Worship Heritage 
at Risk register. 

Work can now go ahead to repair 
the roof, brickwork and stonework of 
the church, also to upgrade facilities 
including the kitchen and access. 


Vicar of St John’s Rev Simon 
Archer said: “Everyone here is de¬ 
lighted with the wonderful news that 
the Heritage Lottery Fund is support¬ 
ing this essential work. Thanks to 
National Lottery players we can now 
restore the parts of the building that 
have caused problems with damp. 

“We will be able to preserve this 
building for future generations and 
enable more people to learn more 
about its history in the community 
and its distinctive architecture.” 

Church bosses said the repair and 
conservation project will ‘enable 


high-level repairs and waterproofing 
needed to the roof and brickwork, 
particularly to the east end’. 

St John’s is described as ‘a focal 
point for the community’ and is used 
by groups including the Little Badg¬ 
ers toddler group, Messy Church and 
youth club, as well as hosting concerts 
and other social events. 

Vanessa Harbar, head of Heritage 
Lottery Fund West Midlands, said: 
“We have been delighted to support 
St John’s to carry out urgent repairs 
and engage new audiences with this 
much-loved local landmark.”

A STUDY by Oxfam, which claims that 
the richest one per cent of the world 
owns 82 per cent of the world’s resourc¬ 
es, has sparked a predictable outcry on 
social media. 

“The greedy rich should pay more 
tax to help the poor and downtrodden” 
seems to be the upshot of it, and cer¬ 
tainly when confronted with such stark 
figures it seems hard to disagree. 

I do wonder, though, whether the 
professional malcontents busy working 
themselves into such a fury have actually 
paused to think about just who the rich¬ 
est one per cent of the population are. 

No doubt images of Sir Philip Green, 
polishing his medallion while soaking up 
the sun on his private yacht, spring to 
mind. Or perhaps Sir Richard Branson 
on his private island, and a grouchy Lord 
Sugar barking orders at his underlings 
from his raised chair in the boardroom. 

And of course, no list of wealthy panto¬ 
mime villains would be complete without 
special mention of Rupert Murdoch, who 
seems to be to blame for most things 
these days. 

And yes, all of these fall into the rich¬ 
est one per cent, but they are not alone. 
According to the Global Rich List, which 
defines such things, anybody earning 
more than £22,706 a year is in the rich¬ 
est one per cent. I wonder how many of 
the people angrily pointing the finger at 
the “greedy rich” realise that they too are 
members of that exclusive club? 

More to the point, how many of these 
members of the richest one per cent, 
particularly those who work in the pub¬ 
lic sector, have been on protest marches 
demanding an end to “austerity”, and an 
inflation-busting pay rise? 

If the Oxfam report tells us anything, 
it is that most people in this country are 
pretty well-off, and maybe a little less 
moaning wouldn’t go amiss when there 
are so many people in the world who real¬ 
ly do have something to complain about. 

By the way, the chief executive of Ox¬ 
fam earned £127,753 last year.

Lat¬ 
est victim is Amena Khan, L’Oreal’s hijab-wear- 
ing model who has resigned after somebody 
uncovered anti-Israel tweets she posted three 
years ago. How long will it be before nobody 
on social media will be able to do anything in 
the public eye because of their hasty opinions 
of yore? 

A FORMER SAS soldier who took part in the 
1980 Iranian Embassy siege is homeless and 
unable to get a council house. In contrast, one 
of the embassy terrorists, released from jail after 
28 years, is said to be living rent-free in London. 
Surprised? Me neither. It is 100 years since the 
prime minister Lloyd George promised “homes 
fit for heroes.” It was a lie then and it’s a lie now. 

THE Church of England is a broad church 
with half a millennium’s worth of prayers and 
liturgy to cover every aspect of human life. This 
probably explains why its House of Bishops has 
decided there’s no need to create a new form 
of service to welcome transgender worship¬ 
pers; the baptismal service can be adapted. 
But I bet the bishops considered not only the 
theology but the maths. According to official 
statistics, no more than six out of every 1,000 
Brits are transgender. No more than 20 in every 
1,000 Brits are regular churchgoers. So the 
number of transgender people wanting a new 
form of service is vanishingly small, especial¬ 
ly when you divide it among England’s 10,449 


church parishes. And yet who would put money 
on the bishops’ decision being the end of it? 
The campaigning group OneBodyOneFaith has 
already accused the bishops of “kicking trans 
people into the long grass” and the lesson of 
the Church’s recent history is that once it is ac¬ 
cused of kicking anybody, the only option is a 
meek apology and surrender. 

OUR changing language. According to police, 
a gang of violent burglars in the Black Country 
“scope areas for homes that could be potential 
targets.” Scope? The trouble with this word is 
not that it means nothing but that it can mean 
several things. You can scope a property using 
binoculars but you can also scope it through 
online research. Joe Public, on being warned of 
“scoping,” may start keeping an eye peeled for 
dodgy-looking blokes with field glasses when 
he should be removing images of his posses¬ 
sions from Facebook. 

MIND you, if I were in charge, burglary would 
vanish overnight. This is because I’d have se¬ 
rial burglars taken into a field and shot. Why? 
Because they are the lowest of the low. They 
are worse than most murderers (who usually kill 
in a moment of passion) and worse than many 
paedophiles (who clearly have mental prob¬ 
lems). What is more, there is hard evidence that 
serial burglars kill people. Home Office figures 
show that old people who have been burgled 
are much more likely to die sooner than others 
of similar age. At best, being burgled causes 
long-lasting trauma. At worst, it shortens your 
life. Yet police forces everywhere increasingly 
treat it as a minor crime and when I suggest ex¬ 
ecuting serial burglars, people think I’m joking. 
Absolutely not.

Cashing in 
on the sick 
with fines 
for parking 

PARKING fines and charges have been in 
the news lately. Recently, The Chronicle 
revealed that hospital trusts were making 
thousands from charging staff and visi¬ 
tors to park, with Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, for example, raking in £1.1m. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust made £2.4m and Dudley 
Group NHS Trust profited to the tune of 
£471,000, although most of that revenue 
was taken by a private finance initiative 
firm. 

Add the £2.3m made by the Royal Wol¬ 
verhampton NHS Trust and you can see 
why the chief executive of the Patients’ 
Association Rachel Power claims the 
charges equate to being penalised for 
being ill. 

Spare a thought in particular for the he¬ 
roic, overworked and under-paid employ¬ 
ees within our crumbling NHS, who de¬ 
serve a bigger wage packet, yet find most 
of their already hard-earned cash spent 
on the privilege of going to work and po¬ 
tentially saving someone else’s life. 

Away from hospitals, it was reported 
that, to Walsall Council alone, more than 
£1,000 a day was being paid every day in 
parking penalties. 

One Liberal Democrat campaigner said 
drivers were being treated as cash cows. 
And, after an experience that happened 
to myself, I can only concur. 

You see, I was given a penalty charge 
notice half an hour before my time in a car 
park had elapsed. 

How can this be? It appears that our 
‘crime’ was to top-up the two hours we 
had already paid for, thus spending more 
than the allocated time in said car park. 

I have paid the fine - £25, but doubling 
to a barely affordable £50 if not settled 
within 14 days. But I have also exercised 
our right to appeal. 

It does beg the question of how many 
other unsuspecting motorists - simply in 
the wrong place at the wrong time - have 
been caught this way. On only our sec¬ 
ond visit to the town in question, we were 
oblivious to the regulations and not aware 
of any advisory signs, so hopefully com¬ 
mon sense will prevail. 

However, it is galling that there are peo¬ 
ple out there who knowingly disregard 
the law and even ignore any punishment 
that comes their way. 

Campaigners claim payments are 
just another way of making money from 
hard-working people, while authorities ar¬ 
gue that income generated from parking 
fines is ploughed back into our highways 
and making them safer. 

Judging by the number of potholes still 
on our roads - even after The Chronicle’s 
extensive campaign - one could argue 
otherwise. MARK SHIPP

Firm warns 
that jobs 
put at risk 
by camp 


A CONTROVERSIAL bid to build a travellers’ 
transit camp in Coseley could force a com¬ 
pany to move out - with the loss of 30 jobs, 
warn bosses. 

Dudley Council has favoured building a site in 
Budden Road as part of measures to reduce illegal 
camps in the borough. 


But Commercial Body Fit¬ 
tings Ltd, based nearby, said 
it may have to move if plans 
were approved because of a 
possible increase in insur¬ 
ance rates and security con¬ 
cerns. 

A spokesman for the firm 
said: “This could result in 
about 30 people losing their 
jobs, who are based here at 
the moment. 

“The proposed transit 
site could cause our insur¬ 
ance premiums to rise. But 
it wouldn’t just be down to 
that, we have got to think 
about security issues as 
well.” 

The firm, which makes 
and distributes car parts, 
currently has plans to dou¬ 
ble the size of its Coseley 
base from 55,000 sq ft to 
110,000, leading to 40 new 
jobs.

Record passenger numbers at 
airport despite Monarch loss 


BIRMINGHAM Airport has unveiled its 
best set of passenger figures, as nearly 13 
million people passed through the termi¬ 
nals of the Midlands gateway in 2017. But 
it will struggle to match that in 2018, due to 
the collapse of Monarch and loss of its 1.8 
million passengers a year. 

In total, 12,983,436 passengers travelled 
through the airport over the course of the 
calendar year, in excess of 1.3m more peo¬ 
ple than in 2016. In the busiest month, Au¬ 
gust, when almost 1.5m passengers were 
recorded. 

David Winstanley, chief operating officer, 
said: “Last year we celebrated the busiest 12 


months in our history. During 2017, we saw 
the launch of Jet2.com and Jet2holidays 
and the return of British Airways and bmi 
regional. The year was indeed one of cele¬ 
bration but also commiseration as we sadly 
saw the demise of a long-established airline, 
Monarch. This airline carried an average of 
5,000 passengers per day from Birmingham 
but we have seen some existing carriers and 
new carriers pick up almost all of this ca¬ 
pacity.” 

The airport will regain transatlantic ser¬ 
vices in May when Primera Air launches 
flights to New York and Toronto, though 
they have shelved plans for a Boston route. 


Expert fears 
Carillion is 

the 'tip of 
the iceberg' 

PROBLEMS at Carillion are ‘just the tip of the 
iceberg’ according to an insolvency expert. 

They are warning the group’s 30,000 subcontrac¬ 
tors should expect ‘minimal to no returns’. The Wol¬ 
verhampton-based construction and services giant 
is thought to owe around £1 billion to thousands of 
‘subbies’ and suppliers after its collapse. 

Julie Palmer, partner at Begbies Traynor, a leading in¬ 
dependent insolvency firm, 
said: “When a major con¬ 
tractor like Carillion falls 
over, the domino effect is 
huge. I fear that the issues 
we’ve heard about so far 
may only be the tip of the 
iceberg. 

“Around 30,000 subcon¬ 
tractors are currently bear¬ 
ing the brunt of Carillion’s 
collapse, many of which ha¬ 
ven’t been paid by the group 
for 120 days. Secured credi¬ 
tors will be paid first. 

“Unfortunately, most 
subcontractors will find 
themselves right at the bot¬ 
tom of the pile, meaning the 
vast majority are likely to 
see little or no return.” 

Construction and services 
group Kier has taken on 
around 200 Carillion em¬ 
ployees as it picks up that 
company’s share of work on 
HS2 and smart motorway 
projects. 

Jobs 

A new Government-run 
company is being set up to 
take over Carillion’s prison 
contracts, saving around a 
thousand jobs. 

Some 300 smaller rail 
suppliers hit by the com¬ 
pany’s collapse are to paid 
arrears they are owed fol¬ 
lowing an agreement be¬ 
tween the Official Receiver’s 
special manager PwC and 
Network Rail for the period 
from Christmas to January 
15. All certified work after 
January 15 will see suppli¬ 
ers to rail projects paid until 
further notice and Carillion 
rail employees paid until at 
least mid-April. 

Carillion has been accused 
of trying to ‘wriggle out’ of 
its obligations to pensioners 
while paying out tens of mil¬ 
lions in dividends for share¬ 
holders and ‘handsome pay 
packets’ for bosses. 

The Commons Work and 
Pensions Committee criti¬ 
cised the collapsed outsourc¬ 
ing giant after publishing a 
letter from Robin Ellison, 
chairman of trustees of Ca¬ 
rillion’s pension scheme, 
which gives an account of 
the firm’s pension scheme.

Carillion’s liquidation left 
in its wake a £900 million 
debt pile, a £590 million 
pension deficit reported by 
the firm, and hundreds of 
millions of pounds in unfin¬ 
ished public contracts. 

Mr Ellison’s letter sug¬ 
gests the pension deficit 
could be even higher at £990 
million, the committee said. 

Carillion has been ‘fall¬ 
ing short’ of what trustees 
expected it to contribute to 
pension schemes since 2008, 
the MPs said. The company 
citied cash flow problems 
as a reason for not making 
higher pensions contribu¬ 
tions in 2011 and 2013, but 
paid more than £70 million 
in dividends in both those 
years. 

In a damning assessment, 
committee chair Frank 
Field said: “It’s clear that 
Carillion has been trying to 
wriggle out of its obligations 
to its pensioners for the last 
10 years. 

“The purported cash flow 
problems did of course not 
prevent them shelling out 
dividends and handsome pay 
packets for those at the top. 
This culminated in negoti¬ 
ating deficit contributions 
away entirely last autumn 
to enable more borrowing. 
Remarkably, this was en¬ 
dorsed by the trustees and 
the Pensions Regulator.” 

Meanwhile, the account¬ 
ancy watchdog is to open 
an investigation into KPMG 
over its audits at Carillion. 
The Financial Reporting 
Council said it will open 
an investigation under the 
Audit Enforcement Proce¬ 
dure.

THE BIGGEST eyesore in 
the Black Country will be re¬ 
duced to rubble this summer. 

The seven-storey Cavendish 
House, which looms over the busy 
Duncan Edwards Way bypass in 
Dudley, is poised to be blown up in 
May or June. 

The rundown 85,880 sq ft office 
block, once home to the Inland Rev¬ 
enue, is standing in the way of am¬ 
bitious plans to revamp Dudley’s 
outdated bus station. It must be de¬ 
molished before work can begin on 
£50 million plans to redevelop the site, 
which is also planned to link to the 
Midland Metro. 

Dudley’s Councillor David Stanley, 
cabinet member for transformation 
and performance, said work cannot 
start on the bus station until the 
building, which was abandoned in the 
1990s, is flattened. 

A planning application to demolish 
Cavendish House has been expected 
from owners Avenbury ‘imminently’ 
since October, but the size of the pro¬ 
ject has caused set-backs. 


Homes 


Dudley Council leader Patrick 
Harley says the application alone is 
expected to cost more than £100,000 
- before funding for the actual demoli¬ 
tion is taken into account. 

A supermarket, restaurant, shops 
and new homes are envisaged to re¬ 
place Cavendish House in a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound development known as 
Porter’s Field, expected to bring 500 
jobs to Dudley. 

Councillor Harley said: “I would 
expect the application to be submit¬ 
ted towards the end of February. The 
developer, Jeremy Knight-Adams, has 
started taking on consultants. There

will have to be a light demolition be¬ 
fore we can blow up the building. I ex¬ 
pect the full demolition to take place in 
May or June. Once that happens, then 
we can get on with the rest of Dudley 
and everything will fit into place.” 

Councillor Harley said funding for 
the demolition will come from the 
Black Country Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership (LEP). 

The demolition will also allow work 


to progress on the Midland Metro link 
to Dudley town centre. Trams will run 
along the old railway Line between 
Wednesbury and Brierley Hill, pass¬ 
ing through Dudley bus station. The 
scheme for the station has received 
£400,000 funding through the LEP. 

The proposed Porter’s Field project 
covers an area between Trindle Road 
and King Street and between Flood 
Street and Oakeywell Street.

ALBION players past and present 
joined friends and family in saying 
farewell to a much-loved referee 
and mascot at his funeral. 

Former striker Lee Hughes 
and current players Jonny Evans, 
Chris Brunt and James Morrison 
attended the service for Richard 
Eades at St Bartholomew’s Church 
in Wednesbury. 

Albion shirts and scarves were 
numerous among the crowd pay¬ 
ing their respects to the popular 
father-of-two. The church was full 


and some mourners had to stand 
outside. 

The 42-year-old died suddenly 
last month. He had spent nearly 
30 years involved with Albion in a 
variety of roles - from ground staff, 
to coaching and in recent years as 
mascots, including Baggie Bird, 
Baggie Junior, and from 2007, Albi. 

He also played and coached and 
was manager of Boing FC - Albion’s 
official supporters’ football team - 
and served as a highly-respected 
Birmingham County FA referee. 


HOSPITALS in the Black Country 
breached mixed-sex accommo¬ 
dation rules on 133 occasions in 
three months - up a third from 
the same period the year before. 

The figures for the last three months 
of last year are up from 80 over the 
same period in 2016. 

Commonly, the rules are breached by 
members of the opposite sex sleeping in 
shared ward accommodation. 

However, two hospital trusts say the 
breaches were caused by patients overstay¬ 
ing in shared-sex intensive care and high 
dependency units, where a four-hour target 
applies to move patients to wards once they 
become stable. 

The figures released by the NHS claim to 
show the ‘total occurrences of unjustified 
mixing in relation to sleeping accommoda¬ 
tion’. 

Demand 

Sandwell General Hospital, managed 
by Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust, was the worst offender with 95 
breaches, although there were none in the 
month of December. 

It was followed by Manor Hospital in 
Walsall, managed by Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Group, with 22 breaches and Russells 
Hall Hospital in Dudley, managed by the 
Dudley Group NHS, which had 14 breaches. 

Diane Wake, chief executive of the Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“We did not report any mix sex breaches 
on a ward. The ten breaches in December 
occurred on our high dependency unit. 

“Once a patient has been identified as 
sufficiently stable to be transferred to a 
ward, this must be done within four hours. 
The breaches in December occurred be¬ 
cause of the high demand for inpatient beds 
which meant that these patients were not 
transferred within four hours.”

Caring UK will lead the 
global ban on ivory trade 


WHEN it comes to banning 
the trade of ivory around the 
world, the UK cares. 

A consultation saw more than 
60,000 Brits respond and, accord¬ 
ing to the Department for Envi¬ 
ronment, Food and Rural Affairs, 
the vast majority are in favour of 
ending the ivory trade. 

It comes at a crucial time for the 
debate, as Environment Secretary 
Michael Gove prepares to publish his 
department’s consultation response. 

Mr Gove has vowed that the UK 
will be ‘front and centre’ of global ef¬ 
forts to end the trade in ivory, which 
is linked to the deaths of 55 elephants 
a day. MPs in the Black Country - in¬ 
cluding John Spellar and Ian Austin - 
are among those to call for a total ban. 

Antiques 

Technically it has been illegal to 
trade ivory since 1990, but the UK law 
allows trade in ‘antiques’ carved be¬ 
fore 1947, or items worked before 1990 
that have Government certificates. 

A pledge to ban the ivory trade was 
dropped from the Conservative Party 
manifesto last year, a decision which 
Labour’s Dudley North MP Mr Austin 
wants to see addressed. 

“Clearly something needs to be 
done to stop the killing of tens and 
thousands of elephants at the hands 
of poachers each year,” he said. “It’s 
wrong that the Tories dropped their 
pledge for a total ban in the UK so I’m 
backing the campaign by Action for El¬ 
ephants to put it back on the agenda.” 

Saba Douglas-Hamilton, who runs 
the Save The Elephants charity, has 
warned that populations across Africa 
have shrunk by a third, driven by the 
high value of ivory, particularly in 
China.

Witnesses were able to identify Mac¬ 
Divitt from CCTV images following 
the robbery. 


MacDivitt, of no fixed address, was 
jailed for four years and eight months 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court after 
admitting the robbery in March. 

Following the sentencing, Detective 
Constable Dave Laver, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police, said: “Thanks to people’s 
help, we have been able to bring him to 
justice for carrying out an opportunist 
attack on a vulnerable young woman.”

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Injunction puts brakes on car cruisers 




Ground-breaking - The car cruising ban has been extended in the Black Country 


Commercial feature 

AGROUND-BREAKING injunction banning 
car cruising in the Black Country has been 
extended for a further three years. 

The injunction bans people from taking part in 
a car cruise anywhere within Wolverhampton, 
Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall, or from 
promoting, organising or publicising any such 
event in the four areas. 

It has had a major impact since being 
introduced in 2015, leading to a significant 
reduction in car cruising in many parts of 
the Black Country, with the problem being 
eliminated entirely in some areas. 

Some 17 people have also been convicted of 
breaching the injunction, either by participating 
in or organising a car cruise, and have received 
suspended prison sentences, been fined up to 
£1,000 and ordered to pay court costs. 

Menace 

However, there are still car cruising hotspots 
in the region with a number of fatalities linked 
to car cruising in recent years, and so the 
four Black Country boroughs, led by the 
City of Wolverhampton Council and West 
Midlands Police, were successful in seeking a 
continuation of the injunction until February 1, 
2021 at the Birmingham District Registry of the 
High Court on January 9, 2018. 

Councillor Paul Sweet, the City of 
Wolverhampton Council’s Cabinet Member for 
Public Health and Wellbeing, said: “Car cruising 
is noisy, dangerous and illegal, causing 
damage to property and posing a risk of injury 
or worse to participants and the general public 
alike. It also takes up a lot of valuable time for 
our hard-pressed emergency services. 

“Since its introduction in 2015, the injunction 
has helped to dramatically reduce the menace 
of car cruising across the Black Country, 
eliminating it altogether in certain areas. 

“However, the problem has not been entirely 


eradicated; car cruises are still being held in our 
region, sometimes with fatal consequences.” 

Councillor Milkinder Jaspal, Cabinet 
Member for Governance, said: “The City of 
Wolverhampton Council’s legal team was 
instrumental in securing this injunction, 
enabling the police and the four Black Country 
councils to continue to crack down on car 
cruising and to bring perpetrators to book. 

“It should be stressed that we are not seeking 
to prevent legitimate car enthusiasts from 
enjoying their hobby. What we want to do is to 
continue to prevent the menace of car cruising, 
which for so long made life a misery for people 
across the Black Country.” 

PC Stuart Hemming, from West Midlands 
Police, said: “We will continue to work with 
councils in the Black Country to eradicate this 
anti-social and dangerous behaviour and make 
our boroughs safer places.”

The Injunction 

Under the terms of the injunction: 

1) It is forbidden for anyone to participate 
in “car cruising” (as defined in the Schedule 
below) anywhere within the Claimants’ 
combined geographical area known locally as 
the Black Country Area. 

2) It is also forbidden for anyone to promote, 
organise, or publicise via e-mail, the internet or 
any publication or broadcast, any “car cruising” 
within the defined geographical area. 

3) A power of arrest pursuant to section 27 
Police and Criminal Justice Act 2006 shall 
apply to clause 1 above. 

4) The order and power of arrest shall 
continue in force for a further three years 
following the commencement of this order or 
until it is varied or discharged by the court. 

This extension of the duration of the order 


shall come into effect at midnight on February 
2, 2018 (when the order as originally granted 
ceases to be in force) provided that the 
Claimants have completed certain steps. It 
shall, subject to further order, expire at midnight 
on February 1, 2021. 

5) Personal service of this injunction is 
dispensed with pursuant to rule 81.8 of the Civil 
Procedure Rules. 

Schedule 

1) The injunction defines car cruising as two 
or more motor vehicles (including motorbikes) 
between the hours of 3pm and 7am being on a 
highway or in a publicly accessible place within 
the Black Country area at which any such 
vehicle or occupant of a vehicle performs any of 
the prohibited activities listed in clause 3 below 
which causes, or is capable of causing, any of 
the prohibited consequences set out in clause 
4 below. 

2) Participating in car cruising means being 


the driver of, or being carried in (or on), a motor 
vehicle (including motorbikes) in circumstances 
in which clause 1 (above) applies. 

3) The prohibited activities referred to in 
clause 1 above are: speeding; driving in 
convoy; racing; performing stunts; sounding 
horns or playing music as to cause a nuisance; 
using foul or abusive language; using 
threatening, intimidating behaviour towards 
another person; and causing obstruction on a 
public highway, whether moving or stationary. 

4) The prohibited consequences referred 
to in clause 1 above are: excessive noise; 
danger or risk of injury to road users, including 
pedestrians; damage or significant risk of 
damage to property; risk of harm; nuisance; 
and annoyance.

AUDIENCES have been laughing along to 
a star-studded pantomime production of 
Cinderella for several weeks at Birmingham 
Hippodrome but a very different, darker 
vision of the fairy tale is arriving at the venue 
next week.

Will the truth still be out 
there for Mulder and Scully? 


B ringing shows back from the 
dead is all the rage these 
days - and it’s probably all 
Doctor Who’s fault. 

The much-loved sci-fi show 
was axed in 1989, was revived in 
1996 for a lacklustre TV movie 
and then disappeared again until 
2005 when it made a triumphant 
return; it’s now one of the BBC’s 
biggest hits, with the next run set to 
shake things up when, for the first 
time, a woman (Broadchurch star 
Jodie Whittaker) will play the Time 
Lord. 

In May 2017, David Lynch’s 
surreal Twin Peaks returned after a 
26-year hiatus, but before that, The 
X Files ended its 14-year exile with a 
well-received 10th season. 

When we caught up with its main 
characters - FBI agents Mulder and 
Scully - the duo had been living 
separate lives for years; she was 
working at her medical practice, 
while he ploughing his own furrow. 
They were initially brought back 
together by a cable TV host who 
wanted them to help him expose a 
sinister organisation he believed 


had the power to control the 
American public. 

What came as a big surprise was 
that Channel 5 bagged the chance 
to broadcast it in this country rather 
than the BBC, who had the rights to 
the original run, or Sky. 

Prior to it being shown in the UK, 
some speculated that perhaps the 
big guns hadn’t wanted the show 
because it had lost its sparkle. 
However, their fears were soon 
dispelled - despite some critics 
being unkind, fans were thrilled by 
each episode. 

Now it’s back for a new run of 10 
tales, but there’s some sadness 
attached to that - Gillian Anderson 
has already announced that she’s 
played Scully for the final time; even 
if The X Files returns, she will no 
longer be a part of it - so enjoy her 
appearance here while you can. 

Really, her decision to return to 
the programme that made her name 
was something of a surprise. In 
recent years she’s become highly 
sought after on both sides of the 
Atlantic thanks to acclaimed 


performances in The Fall, Great 
Expectations, The Crimson Petal 
and the White, War and Peace and 
Hannibal; Anderson no longer 
needs the boost to her career that 
The X Files once gave her. 

She is, however, in the thick of 
things during the first episode, 
which begins when Mulder finds 
Scully unconscious on the floor of 
their FBI office. 

It’s discovered that her brain is in 
a frenzy of activity, and when she 
eventually awakes, Scully claims 
she has had a premonition that 
suggest the end of the world is nigh 
- and the only person who can 
prevent that happening is their 
mysterious son William. 

Will the duo find him? What will he 
look like, and is his mother right 
about his ability to save the planet? 

We don’t know yet, but there’s 
another question that needs to be 
answered: Anderson may have quit, 
but will her co-star, David Duchovny, 
be willing to return? 

Nobody knows, but the truth is out 
there...

A stop-off at Devizes was a must for sandwiches 
in greaseproof paper and tea from a flask. But for me 
only living only five miles away in a little hamlet, where 
villagers viewed Devizes as a dazzling metropolis, it 
was a box of treats .hiding such diverse delights as 
school shoes, cattle feed and cheese. 

How lovely then to go back to my home town, on a 
tour of south Wiltshire and see it through the eyes of a 
tourist, and not one on the road to somewhere else, but 
one intent on enjoying all this 1,000-year-old settlement 
can offer. 


FASCINATING 

Still dominating the skyline, is the Wadworths 
brewery, home of the much venerated 6X ale. The 
scent of its toasted malt fills the streets now, as it did 
then when I was a schoolgirl. A team of shire horses 
still deliver the barrels within a two-mile radius, and it is 
still a major employer. But now, the facade is crisp and 
bedecked with flowers and pride of place is given to a 
smart visitors’ centre. 

Booking in advance is a must for a two-hour tour of 
this fascinating building, where all the ‘big girls and 
boys’ seem to get holiday jobs when I was a youngster. 

The tour includes an opportunity to marvel both at the 
size of the shire horses, and the skills of the brewery’s 
own sign-writers. And what’s not to love about the 
opportunity to taste some of the quality brews at the end 
- and take home a few bonus samples.

Next on our fresh look at Devizes, was a 90-minute 
cruise aboard the Kenavon Venture along the Kennet 
and Avon Canal. While I’m sure this waterway was there 
when I was a child, I didn’t notice it, and neither had 
anyone with an eye for tourism. 

It’s a beauty. Alongside a bewitching wharf, with cafe, 
curios, antiques and art the Devizes leg snakes through 
the edge of the town and into the Wiltshire countryside, 
with maybe the chance to spot a kingfisher or a water 
vole. There is also, nowadays, a smart new marina and 
a museum. 


Our trip was a lovely opportunity to relax after all the 
beer tasting and to hear all the fascinating snippets of 
canal gossip served up by our crew. 

We were still laughing when we arrived at our perfect 
bed and breakfast, Avalon Lodge, in Rowde. Owner 
Nick greeted us not only with the biggest smile in the 
world but a huge pot of tea and plates of luxury biscuits. 
What’s more, he served them in a serene sitting room 
saved for guests - no annexing of the clientele in this 
lovely establishment. Beautiful decor, plump towels, 
an enormous shower and views over a cottage garden, 


ducks, geese and the hills beyond - perfect. Next 
morning we went somewhere no self-respecting 70s 
teenager would have dared visit - the Wiltshire Museum, 
just off Devizes market place. The more mature me 
loved it, especially in the hands of director David 
Dawson, who gave us a personal guided tour. 

But it was to my own personal timeline that we 
returned for the end of our tour - Market Lavington, 
where I went to secondary school. Devizes, you are no 
longer a town to travel through - you are a destination, 
and a delight.

Arona has right credentials to impact competition

A major investment in new models has put 
SEAT in the driving seat in terms of sales, 
with its latest revelation looking a strong 
contender in one of the UK market’s most 
competitive areas. 

Its Arona is the company’s second SUV- 
styled model, a little smaller than its stablemate 
the Ateca but larger than the new Ibiza on 
which it is based. 

With prices starting at £16,555 it isn’t the 
cheapest in the highly competitive compact 
SUV sector, but SEAT is relying on its high 
equipment levels and sporty driving dynamics 
to drive sales. 

There is no pretence of off-road ability: the 
Arona comes in front wheel drive form only, but 
judging by the sales of chief rivals most buyers 
want the look and extra height (for visibility and 
ease of access) in a car of this size and price, 
with few opting for the more expense 4WD 
option even where it’s available. 

It’s an area of the market where SEAT must 
dip its toes if it is to continue its growth - 
bucking the trend of declining sales in the 
UK with a whopping 18.2 per cent increase 
last year. Indeed, it is now the fastest growing 
volume manufacturer in Europe. 

There’s more to come over the next two 
years, including a full size SUV to join the 
Arona and Ateca and a further five new 
models, including an electric car. 

The company’s optimism is justified as its first 


SUV, the Ateca, has won ten UK awards and a 
year after its launch demand is still outstripping 
supply. 

Now the Arona will be taking on the likes of 
the popular Renault Captur, Nissan Juke and 
the new Citroen C3 Aircross. 

The Arona has presence: the familiar 
sculpted body panels, the extra height and the 
availablility of metallic paint and a contrasting 
colour roof at no extra cost. It also has SEAT’S 
award-winning infotainment and connectivity 
system on higher grade models, including the 
option of Amazon’s Alexa’ voice interface. 

There are six trim levels, including two 
sporting themed versions (the FR and FR 
Sport) and two blinged-up luxury versions, the 
Xcellence and Xcellence Lux. 

The turbocharged petrol engines range from 
95 to 150PS, and there are two versions of the 
familiar 1.6 litre turbo diesel rated at either 95 
or 150PS. 

A popular choice is likely to be the 1.0 TSI, 
a three cylinder petrol engine already used 
across the SEAT (including the new Ibiza) VW 
and Skoda ranges which has made a name 
for itself for its combination of lively, refined 
performance and economy. 

The test was the 115Ps version, but that’s 
only part of the story: thanks to the turbo it also 
produces 200Nm or torque (not far off a small 
diesel) from low revs. 

Combined with a six-speed gearbox (there 
are five ratios on the 95Ps model) it means it’s 
quick off the mark (0 to 62mph in 9.8 seconds) 


but refined, being barely audible while cruising 
at motorway speeds. It is also capable of 
averaging more than 57mpg (official test 
figures) with a low 113g/km C02 rating. 

Drivers after more performance may opt for 
the 150PS, 1.5TSi engine which cuts a second 
and a half off the sprint time for only a 3mpg 
fuel penalty, while for the high mileage driver 
in search of ultimate economy the diesels can 
boast figures around the 70mpg mark. 

The brakes are powerful but progressive, 
while the steering is light but communicative, 
helping you feel at one with the car. 

The FR version’s ride is firmish, but not too 
harsh and body roll is well-controlled - this is 
a model clearly focussed on dynamics which 
is something of a departure for the class. It 
handles the twisty bits like a ‘warm’ hatchback, 
in spite of its extra height. 

The interior is contemporary and well 
designed: the instruments and centre control 
touchscreen well laid out with a full, contrasting 
‘bar’ running the full width of the dash. 

Much of the latest technology from SEAT’S 
larger models has found its way into the 
Arona, too, such as rain and light sensors, 
and a range of safety systems such as driver 
tiredness alert, tyre pressure warning, front 
assist, stablity control, and front side and 
curtain airbags. 

Air conditioning, allow wheels, multi media 
system with steering wheel remote controls 
and cruise control are also standard. 

FR and Xcellence Lux versions also include 


dynamic chassis control options which allow 
the driver to set up the car (normal, sport, eco 
or individual). 

Apart from the entry-level SE model, Aronas 
also come with satellite navigation, a full 
MirrorLink system for smartphones, wireless 
phone charging, a CD player and rear parking 
sensors. FR versions get a sporting look, 
with features such as sports seats and tinted 
windows, while the FR Sport ugrades the 
upholstery to alcantara. Xcellence trim adds 
blind sport and rear cross detection, adaptive 


cruise control and climatronic air conditioning. 

The top of the range Xcellence Lux, which 
starts from £22,095 with the 1.0 litre turbo 
engine, also gets front parking sensors, a rear 
view camera and a park assist system. 

Taken as a package, the Arona has the right 
credentials to make an impact against the 
competition, and while car buyers continue to 
show an insatiable desire for SUV-styled cars - 
by far the fastest growing area of the market - it 
has every chance of becoming as popular as 
the Ateca.

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Proof, if proof were needed, that the SUV market 
is taking over the automotive world, comes in the 
shape of yet another chunky, robust, highly capable 
model easing its way into the segment to challenge 
all comers. 

In a market which is expected to see European sales 
doubling to more than two million in the next couple 
of years, the Kia Stonic may well prove to be a worthy 
challenger. 

Sitting on the Rio supermini platform and built in 
South Korea, the Stonic is Kia’s first venture into this 
highly competitive market sector. Prices start at £16,295 
- so slightly pricier than its rivals - but Kia argues that 
it has a more extensive standard spec list and that 
unbeatable seven-year warranty. 

As always, Kia has kept things simple with three tried 
and tested engines, one manual transmission and two 
trim levels - Grade 2 and First Edition. 

The peppy I.Olitre, 118bhp three-cylinder turbo 
charged petrol unit, well matched to the six-speed 
manual transmission will, more than likely, be top 
choice for most buyers. Not only will it average 
56.5mpg but it will also zap from a standing start to 
60mph in less than ten seconds so, unless you are 
looking for a getaway vehicle, that should be fast 
enough for most of us.

The entry-level 1.4litre, 98bhp petrol, averages 51. 

4 mpg. It is less powerful than the I.Olitre and is only 
available with Grade 2 trim but is the lowest priced. 

The 1.6litre, 108bhp turbo diesel sits less comfortably 
under the bonnet of the Stonic than the petrol units. 
Certainly, it has more torque than the others and it’ll be 
first choice for anyone who needs to soak up the miles, 
averaging as it does 67.3mpg. It also clocked up the 
lowest C02 but it wasn’t as quiet or as much fun. 

If an auto is a must there is one available but no 4WD 
is on the cards as, surprisingly, the take-up for all-wheel 
drive in this sector of the market is only eight per cent. 

On the road, the Stonic is a sweet, smooth, solid 
performer, offering a comfortable, composed, enjoyable 
drive, presenting no problems right from the off. 

Being engineered with European roads in mind, its 
well-tuned suspension, responsive steering and high 
driving position all engender confidence. Road holding, 
even when pushed into sharp corners, is unwavering, 
thanks in part at least to the standard fit electronic 
stability control and vehicle stability management which 
combine to do pretty much as described, keeping the 
vehicle firmly on the straight and narrow. 

Standard spec includes 17-inch alloys, skid plates, air 
con, all-round electric windows, roof rails, rear parking 
sensors, Bluetooth and LED daytime running lights, 
Apple CarPlay and Android Auto connectivity with 
smartphone integration. 

Electronic safety aids, which even just a few years ago 
were very expensive optional extras, are now fitted as 
standard by many manufacturers - Kia Included. 

Hill start assist is standard across the range as is 
vehicle stability management while autonomous 
emergency braking, lane departure warning, high beam 
assist, driver attention alert and blind spot detection are 
standard in First Edition. 

Also standard on this higher spec model are touch 
screen navigation with traffic messages, high beam 
assist which automatically switches the lights between 
dipped and full beam according to the traffic around it 
and the local street lighting, contrasting interior colour 
options, two-tone exterior paint and those delights of 
winter driving, heated front seats and steering wheel. 

The roof, wing mirror casings and rear spoiler can be 
picked out in either black, lime green, red or orange - 
which look far better than they sound - depending on 
the choice of main body colour, and there are colour 
accents in the interior on the seats and around the lower 
centre console and display screen areas. 

If you are in the market for a compact SUV, the Kia 
Stonic should be on your test drive list, at the very least.

Ferrying family from one social 
engagement to another may be part of 
the job description, but it seems for some 
parents, it’s almost a full-time occupation.

There are currently no further plans for 
Punjabi Wolves and Wolves on Tour to work 
together, with both groups focusing on their 
own activities.
